To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton 
in  the  County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  New  School 
Building  in  said  North  Hampton  on  Tuesday,  the  thir- 
teenth (13th)  day  of  March,  next,  at  one  of  the  clock 
in  the  afternoon  —  Business  meeting  at  7:30  P.M. 
Polls  to  open  at  1:00  P.M.,  and  not  to  close  before  7:30 
P.M.  —  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor- 
row money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  five  per  cent 
discount  on  property  taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  date 
which  the  Selectmen  shall  designate. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  use  of  Civil  Defense. 
(By  petition.) 
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6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  a  permit 
from  the  Selectmen  in  the  case  of  all  new  driveways  or 
changes  in  existing  driveways  extending  into  any  town 
road,  in  respect  to  drainage  and  grade  as  affecting  the 
public  roadway,  and  requiring  all  construction  of  the 
same  within  the  road  limits  to  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Highway  Agent. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  a  permit 
from  the  Selectmen  before  any  town  road  may  be  exca- 
vated or  dug  up  for  the  installation  of  water  pipes  or 
other  purposes,  and  to  require  that  in  all  such  cases  the 
road  shall  be  resurfaced  in  its  prior  condition  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Highway  Agent  by  the  party  doing 
such  excavating  or  digging,  who  otherwise  shall  be 
liable  to  the  Town  for  the  cost  of  such  resurfacing. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  and  adopt 
the  following  amendments  to  the  North  Hampton  Zon- 
ing Ordinance,  as  adopted  on  September  17,  1946,  and 
as  amended  on  March  8,  1955,  namely: — 

I.  Amend  Section  II  of  said  Ordinance  by  adding  at 
the  end  thereof  a  third  zoning  district  as  follows: 

C.  Residential  Zoning  District  "A".  Residential  Zon- 
ing District  "A"  shall  include  the  land  within  the  fol- 
lowing described  lines: 

Beginning  on  the  Northerly  side  of  Atlantic  Avenue 
at  the  boundary  line  between  land  now  or  formerly  of 
the  Estate  of  Grace  B.  Ring  and  land  of  Harry  H.  and 
Vesta  C.  Cross;  thence  running  Northerly  along  said 
boundary  line  and  continuing  on  the  same  course  over 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Lawrence  E.  and  Ruth  G.  Oliver 
to  a  point  1,000  feet  distant  from  Atlantic  Avenue; 
thence  turning  and  running  Easterly  in  a  straight  line 
over  land  of  said  Olivers,  land  of  the  North  Hampton 
School  District,  land  of  Barbara  L.  Doggett,  land  of 
Dorothy  E.  Hobbs,  and  land  of  Francis  W.  Harney,  to 
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the  west  boundary  line  of  the  heirs  of  Ida  B.  Lane,  at  a 
point  1,000  feet  distant  from  Atlantic  Avenue;  thence 
turning  and  running  Southerly  along  said  last  named 
boundary  line  to  said  Avenue;  thence  turning  and  run- 
ning Westerly  along  the  center  of  said  Avenue  to  the 
boundary  line  between  land  of  Carroll  L.  and  Dorothy 
K.  Blackden  and  land  of  Ada  M.  Fogg;  thence  turning 
and  running  Southerly  along  said  Blackden-Fogg  bound- 
ary line  and  continuing  on  the  same  course  over  land 
of  Eva  G.  Norton  to  a  point  on  said  Norton  land  1,000 
feet  distant  from  Atlantic  Avenue;  thence  turning 
slightly  and  running  Southerly  in  a  straight  line  across 
said  Norton  land  to  the  Southwest  corner  thereof  and 
the  Southeast  corner  of  land  of  Herbert  F.  and  Justine 
F.  Georges  at  the  boundary  line  of  land  of  Norman  O. 
Marston;  thence  turning  and  running  Westerly  along 
the  Northerly  boundary  line  of  said  Marston  land  (by 
land  of  said  Georges  and  land  of  Ralph  B.  Seavey)  to 
Pine  Road ;  thence  turning  and  running  Northerly  along 
the  center  of  Pine  Road  to  the  boundary  line  between 
land  of  G.  R.  and  B.  B.  Drouin  and  land  of  James  M. 
Freeman;  thence  turning  and  running  Westerly  along 
said  Drouin-Freeman  boundary  line  and  the  Westerly 
extension  thereof  over  land  of  Bixby  to  land  of  E.  S. 
and  P.  A.  Ransom;  thence  turning  and  running  North- 
erly, Westerly,  and  again  Northerly  along  the  Easterly 
boundary  of  said  Ransom  land  to  land  of  the  Exeter 
Associates,  Inc.  at  the  boundary  of  land  now  or  formerly 
of  Clifford  A.  and  Charlotte  G.  Parker;  thence  continu- 
ing Northerly  along  the  boundary  line  between  land  of 
said  Exeter  Associates,  Inc.  and  land  of  said  Parkers  to 
land  of  Chisholm ;  thence  turning  and  running  Westerly 
along  the  boundary  line  between  land  of  said  Chisholm 
and  land  of  said  Exeter  Associates,  Inc.,  and  continuing 
Westerly  on  the  same  line  on  the  boundary  between 
two  separate  tracts  of  land  of  said  Exeter  Associates, 
Inc.  to  a  point  about  1,000  feet  South  of  Atlantic  Avenue 
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on  the  Southerly  extension  of  the  line  of  the  boundary 
between  land  of  H.  Carter  and  land  of  Earl  B.  and  Marie 
B.  Breeding;  thence  (from  said  point)  turning  and 
running  Northerly  in  a  straight  line  across  land  of  said 
Exeter  Associates,  Inc.  to  the  Southeast  corner  of  said 
Carter  land,  and  thence  continuing  in  the  same  line  along 
the  boundary  between  land  of  said  Carter  and  land  of 
said  Exeter  Associates,  Inc.,  and  along  the  Carter- 
Breeding  boundary  line  to  the  center  of  Atlantic  Avenue ; 
thence  turning  and  running  Easterly  along  the  center 
of  said  Avenue  to  the  Ring-Cross  boundary  line  first 
referred  to;  thence  turning  and  running  Northerly  on 
said  boundary  line  to  the  point  begun  at. 

II.  Further  amend  said  Ordinance  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  Section  XII,  thereof,  as  added  by  the  amendment 
of  March  8,  1955,  the  following  new  sections: 


SECTION  XIII. 

RESIDENTIAL  ZONING  DISTRICT  "A"  USES 

In  Residential  Zoning  District  "A",  except  in  the 
case  of  uses  lawfully  existing  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  this  amendment  and  not  thereafter  discon- 
tinued, and  in  the  case  of  uses  lawfully  made  of  exist- 
ing buildings  within  the  period  of  one  year  prior  to 
the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  no  building  or  premises 
shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  for: 

A.  Any  use  prohibited  in  the  Rural  Zoning  District, 
including  non-compliance  with  existing  restrictions  as 
to  lot  size  and  area. 

B.  Any  use  regulated  in  the  Rural  Zoning  District, 
except  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
IV,  C.  of  this  Ordinance. 
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C.  Any  use  except  one  or  more  of  the  following  uses : 

1.  Single-family  detached  dwelling; 

2.  Church; 

3.  School; 

4.  Occasional  philanthropic  or  educational  use; 

5.  Agricultural  use,  including  the  sale  or  display  of 
products  grown  or  raised  by  the  occupant  of  the  prem- 
ises ; 

SECTION  XIV. 
YARDS  IN  RESIDENTIAL  ZONING  DISTRICT  "A" 

A.  On  Lot  Lines.  In  the  Residential  Zoning  District 
"A"  no  building  or  part  thereof  except  a  one-story  or 
one-and-one-half  story  building  or  structure  of  accessory 
use  shall  be  built  or  placed  within  fifteen  feet  of  any 
lot  line;  and  no  building  in  said  zoning  district  shall 
be  built  or  placed  within  five  feet  of  any  lot  line  unless 
there  is  a  party  wall. 

B.  On  Highways.  In  the  Residential  Zoning  District 
"A"  no  building  or  part  thereof  shall  be  built  or  placed 
within  thirty  feet  of  any  highway,  provided  that  no 
building  need  be  set  back  more  than  the  average  of 
setbacks  of  the  buildings  on  the  lots  next  thereto  on 
either  side,  a  vacant  lot  or  a  lot  occupied  by  a  building 
set  back  more  than  thirty  feet  being  counted  as  though 
occupied  by  a  building  set  back  thirty  feet,  and  provided 
further  that  the  Board  of  Zoning  Inspectors  may  grant 
permission  for  the  erection  or  placing  of  any  building 
or  part  thereof  at  such  distance  less  than  thirty  feet 
from  a  highway  as  will  not  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
cause  injury  or  offense  to  the  neighborhood  under  cir- 
cumstances where  environmental  factors  or  geographical 
conditions  such  as  a  slope  or  embankment  make  it  desir- 
able in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  to  place  such  buildings 
less  than  thirty  feet  from  such  highway. 
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C.  Projections.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the 
projection  of  steps,  window  sills,  cornices,  belt  courses, 
and  similar  ornamental  features  into  any  required  yard. 
(By  petition.) 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  street  light 
on  Post  Road  in  front  of  the  residence  of  Philip  T.  and 
Luella  S.  Boothby.  (By  petition.) 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend,  for  fire 
protection  purposes,  the  existing  water  main  of  the 
Hampton  Water  Works  Company  westerly  on  Atlantic 
Avenue  from  the  present  terminus  of  said  main  west 
of  Lafayette  Highway  (U.  S.  Route  1)  for  a  total  dis- 
tance of  approximately  0.6  miles  to  the  intersection  of 
Hobbs  Road,  thence  southwesterly  to  terminate  in  front 
of  the  Congregational  Christian  Church,  or  as  much 
thereof  as  the  funds  appropriated  will  permit,  and  to 
install  hydrants,  one  at  the  termius  and  others  along  the 
new  main  spaced  at  distances  consistent  with  standard 
hydrant  spacings  in  the  balance  of  the  Town;  the  cost 
of  such  extension  not  to  exceed  $12,000.00;  and  to 
appropriate  for  said  purposes  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$12,000.00  together  with  such  funds  as  are  currently 
available  in  Capital  Reserve  Fund  No.  2,  of  which  sum 
not  exceeding  $6,000.00  shall  be  raised  by  tax  levy  this 
year,  and  the  balance  by  note  or  bond  issue  of  the  Town 
payable,  with  legal  interest  thereon,  within  the  year 
1957  or  as  otherwise  voted ;  and  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  such  balance  (not 
raised  this  year)  for  said  purposes  in  the  Town's  behalf 
and  to  pay  the  lawful  interest  thereon ;  and  to  authorize 
the  Water  Committee  to  make  all  necessary  contracts 
and  to  take  such  action  as  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  vote ;  and  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  to  make  payments  from  said  Reserve  Fund 
for  said  purposes  on  the  order  of  said  Water  Committee, 
signed  by  the  Chairman  thereof.  (By  petition.) 
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11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  High- 
way Agent,  through  the  Selectmen,  to  maintain  the 
public  Town  Dump  on  South  Road  open  during  daylight 
hours  at  all  times.  (By  petition.) 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  expend  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  for  installing  new  toilets  and  other  neces- 
sary construction  or  reconstruction  of  the  Town  Hall, 
including  necessary  repairs,  and  to  appoint  the  Select- 
men a  committee  for  that  purpose;  and  to  appropriate 
and  use  for  such  purpose  as  much  as  is  required  of  the 
principal  and  accumulated  interest  of  the  Capital  Re- 
serve Fund  of  $2,000.00  originally  appropriated  at  the 
town  meeting  on  March  14,  1944,  "for  the  construction 
and  reconstruction  of  the  Town  Hall  and/or  fire  station 
in  order  to  provide  more  adequate  facilities  for  conduct- 
ing the  business  incidental  to  both",  or  as  otherwise 
set  forth  in  the  vote  at  such  meeting;  and  to  authorize 
the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  make  payments  from 
said  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  when  approved  by  the  Select- 
men, for  the  purpose  first  above  stated. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  new  oil- 
burning  furnace  to  supply  circulating  hot-air  heat  in 
the  Town  Library  and  recent  addition  thereto;  and  to 
appoint  the  Library  Trustees  a  committee  for  such 
purpose;  and  to  appropriate  and  use  for  such  purpose 
the  sum  of  $1,100.00  from  the  principal  and  accumulated 
interest  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Funds  appropriated  in 
the  years  1945  and  1946  for  the  construction  and  re- 
construction of  town  buildings;  and  to  authorize  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  make  payments,  approved 
by  said  committee,  from  said  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for 
such  purpose. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Highway  Agent  to  sell  at  public  auction 
or  private  sale,  for  the  best  price  obtainable,  obsolete 
highway  and  fire   equipment;   namely  —  one  Conant 
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loading-  machine,  one  Jaeger  mixer,  one  Wood  mower, 
one  four-wheel  highway  grader,  one  Chevrolet  tank 
truck;  tank  truck  proceeds  to  be  used  towards  new  fire 
equipment,  and  all  other  proceeds  to  be  used  towards 
new  highway  maintenance  equipment. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  ($400.00)  to  be 
used  in  continuing  an  Elm  Tree  Sanitation  Program  in 
connection  with  whatever  money  that  may  be  available 
from  the  ALVAN  T.  FULLER  Fund  for  the  control  of 
the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  in  North  Hampton  and  Exeter; 
said  fund  being  on  deposit  in  the  care  of  the  Governor 
of  New  Hampshire  and  being  administered  by  a  Special 
Elm  Tree  Committee  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  as  relative  to  said 
Town.  (Submitted  by  the  Special  Elm  Tree  Committee.) 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  Everett  S.  and 
Pauline  A.  Ransom  and  Howard  A.  and  Muriel  A.  Dorr 
a  quitclaim  deed  to  a  triangular  shaped  tract  of  land 
containing  0.15  acre  on  the  northerly  side  of  South 
Road  starting  200  feet  east  of  the  railroad  tracks  and 
running  easterly  approximately  250  feet  —  said  land 
being  20  feet  at  the  widest  point.  The  Town  hereby 
giving  up  any  and  all  claims  to  said  land.  (By  petition.) 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  and  enact 
the  following  ordinance,  in  whole  or  in  part :  AN  ORDIN- 
ANCE, REGULATING  THE  USE  OF  PUBLIC  SEA 
BEACHES  AND  RECREATIONAL  AREAS  WITHIN 
THE  TOWN  OF  NORTH  HAMPTON,  N.  H. 

(1)  Subject  to  lawful  regulations  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  the  use  of  sea  beaches  and  recreational  areas 
in  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  by  the  public  shall  be 
subject  to  this  ordinance. 
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(2)  Said  beaches  and  areas  shall  be  open  to  public 
use  daily  from  one  half  hour  before  sunrise  to  midnight, 
and  shall  not  be  open  at  any  other  time,  except  in  cases 
of  emergency  and  to  persons  going  thereon  to  fish  or 
lobster  or  for  the  protection  of  property. 

(3)  No  one  shall  throw  or  leave  upon  the  beaches  or 
areas  any  materials  of  glass,  paper,  metal,  wood  or  other 
objectionable  or  unsightly  refuse. 

(4)  No  one  shall  disrobe  in  the  public  view  at  any 
beach  or  area. 

(5)  No  one  shall  play  any  game  or  sport  upon  any 
public  beach  or  area  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  enjoy- 
ment thereof  by  others. 

(6)  No  picnicking  shall  be  permitted  on  the  section 
of  beach  between  the  Little  Boar's  Head  Bath  Houses 
and  the  ocean  from  June  15th  to  September  15th  of 
each  year,  this  area  to  be  reserved  principally  for 
bathers. 

(7)  No  dogs,  except  on  leash,  shall  be  allowed  on  the 
bathing  beach,  when  in  use  for  bathing  or  recreation, 
after  10  A.M.  daily  from  June  15th  to  September  15th 
of  each  year. 

(8)  Fires  on  the  beach  shall  be  limited  to  small  cook- 
ing-fires, and  shall  be  located  so  as  not  to  endanger  any 
buildings  or  property,  and  no  person  shall  leave  a  fire 
unattended  without  first  extinguishing  same. 

(9)  Any  person  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  Ten  Dollars  for  each  violation  thereof. 

(10)  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  adoption 
by  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town. 
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18.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

March  13,  195^ 


A  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  North 
Hampton  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs  and  holden 
in  the  School  Building  in  said  Town,  the  alphabetical 
list  of  voters  having  been  posted  and  subscribed  on  the 
back  thereof  by  the  supervisors  of  the  Check  List,  was 
called  to  order  at  one  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  by 
the  Moderator,  Philip  T.  Boothby,  who  declared  the 
Polls  open  for  the  election  of  Town  Officers,  the  business 
meeting  to  be  held  at  7:30  P.M.  Polls  not  to  close  before 
7:30  P.M. 

At  7:30  P.M.  Moderator,  Philip  T.  Boothby,  declared 
the  meeting  open,  announced  that  the  polls  would  re- 
main open  fifteen  minutes  after  the  close  of  the  business 
meeting,  called  for  a  motion  to  dispense  with  the  read- 
ing of  the  warrant,  and  named  Austin  J.  Norton  and 
James  F.  Leavitt  Tellers  for  the  evening.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  New  School 
Building  on  Atlantic  Avenue  in  said  North  Hampton 
on  Tuesday,  the  Twelfth  day  of  March,  1957,  at  one 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon:  Business  meeting  to  begin  at 
7:30  P.M.;  Polls  not  to  close  before  7:30  P.M.;  To  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  I.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three 
years,  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Collec- 
tor of  Taxes,  and  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  II.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  auth- 
orize the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  IV.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  regarding  allowing  a  five  per  cent  discount  on  taxes 
paid  on  or  before  a  date  which  the  Selectmen  shall 
designate. 
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ARTICLE  V.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  expend 
the  sum  of  $7,000.00  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Town 
Hall  and  Fire  Station.  $4,000.00  from  the  Capitol  re- 
serve fund  and  $3,000.00  by  taxation.  To  enlarge  the 
present  kitchen,  and  add  to  it  two  offices  for  the  Select- 
men. Also  a  central  heating  plant  to  be  installed  for  the 
heating  of  the  Fire  Station,  new  addition  and  present 
Town  Hall.  To  appoint  the  Selectmen  a  committee  for 
that  purpose,  and  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  to  make  payments  from  the  Capital  reserve  fund 
when  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  VI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend, 
for  fire  protection  purposes,  the  existing  water  mains 
of  the  Hampton  Water  Works  Company  in  the  following 
areas:  Southwesterly  on  Post  Road,  for  a  distance  of 
approximately  4,000  feet ;  Westerly  on  Exeter  Road,  for 
a  distance  of  approximately  850  feet;  Northeasterly  on 
Post  Road,  for  a  distance  of  approximately  700  feet; 
Easterly  on  Hobbs  Road,  for  a  distance  of  approximately 
2,800  feet;  and  Northeasterly  on  Elm  Road,  for  a  dis- 
tance of  approximately  2,200  feet,  or  such  portion  there- 
of as  funds  appropriated  will  permit,  and  to  install 
hydrants,  one  at  the  terminus  and  others  along  the  new 
mains  spaced  at  distances  consistent  with  the  usual 
and  standard  hydrant  spacings  on  existing  mains  in  the 
Town;  the  cost  of  such  extensions  not  to  exceed  $32,- 
000.00;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  said  purposes 
the  sum  of  $32,000.00,  of  which  sum,  not  more  than 
$4,000.00  shall  be  raised  by  tax  levy  this  year,  and  the 
balance  shall  be  raised  by  promissory  note  or  a  bond 
issue  of  the  town  payable,  with  legal  interest  thereon,  at 
the  rate  of  $4,000.00  annually  until  the  balance  is  paid 
in  full,  or  as  otherwise  voted;  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  such 
balance  as  is  not  raised  by  tax  levy  this  year,  for  said 
purposes  and  in  the  town's  behalf,  and  to  pay  the  lawful 
interest  thereon ;  and  to  authorize  the  Water  Committee 
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to  make  all  necessary  contracts  and  to  take  such  action 
as  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  vote. 
(By  petition) 

ARTICLE  VII.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of 
North  Hampton  will  vote  to  establish  a  permanent  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners,  such  Board  to  have  the  follow- 
ing duties  and  responsibilities: 

(1)  To  enter  into  contracts  and  to  supervise  exten- 
sions and  improvements  to  the  present  water  system 
owned  by  the  Hampton  Water  Works  Company  within 
the  Town  limits  and  legally  authorized  by  the  legal 
voters  in  public  meeting  by  virtue  of  Annual  Town 
Meetings  or  specially  and  legally  convened  Town  Meet- 
ings. 

(2)  To  plan  for  improvements,  extensions  and  alter- 
ations to  said  water  system. 

(3)  To  present  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of 
North  Hampton  at  Annual  Town  Meeting,  or  especially 
convened  Town  Meetings,  reports,  both  physical  and 
financial,  of  these  activities  and  recommendations,  such 
reports  to  be  in  writing. 

(4)  To  conduct  all  business  relating  to  the  aforesaid 
water  system  and  in  which  the  Town  of  North  Hampton 
is  concerned  with  the  Hampton  Water  Works  Company 
and/or  other  private  or  interested  parties. 

(5)  To  maintain  records,  files  and  plan  records  of  the 
aforesaid  water  system  including  all  relating  correspond- 
ence, reports,  recommendations,  contracts,  plans  and 
all  Board  meetings.  Such  records  shall  be  maintained 
in  a  separate  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Selectmen  of  said 
Town,  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  upon  request 
of  any  legal  voter  of  said  Town,  and  shall  become  a 
permanent  record  of  all  contracts,  procedures  and  oper- 
ations relating  to  the  aforesaid  water  system. 
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(6)  To  prepare  articles  relating  to  the  aforesaid  water 
system  for  recommended  work  to  be  included  in  the 
annual  Town  Warrant  or  especially  convened  Town 
Meetings. 

(7)  To  recommend  to  Town  Warrant  articles  methods 
of  financing  of  improvements,  alterations  and  extensions 
and  to  include  a  realistic  cost  estimate  of  work  recom- 
mended. 

(8)  To  study  the  present  aforesaid  water  system  and 
to  prepare  a  long  range  and  comprehensive  program  for 
extension,  improvement  and  alteration  to  insure  that  in 
due  time  all  major  and  worthy  areas  of  the  aforesaid 
Town  will  receive  adequate  fire  protection  by  virtue  of 
an  organized  and  properly  conducted  municipal  water 
system. 

(9)  To  elect,  within  themselves,  by  majority  vote,  a 
Chairman  and  a  Secretary. 

(10)  To  receive  the  legal  petitions  of  not  less  than 
ten  (10)  legal  voters  of  said  Town  relating  to  improve- 
ments, extensions,  and  alterations  to  aforesaid  water 
system.  Evaluate  the  need,  urgency  and  priority  of  such 
requests  and  incorporate  them,  in  proper  sequence  and 
priority,  into  a  comprehensive  development  plan  of  the 
aforesaid  water  system. 

(11)  To  hold,  if  legally  petitioned  by  not  less  than 
ten  (10)  legal  voters  of  said  Town  or  determined  neces- 
sary by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  and  upon 
public  posting  in  two  public  places  within  said  Town 
limits,  public  hearings  relating  to  legal  petitions  for 
alterations,  improvements  and  extensions  to  aforesaid 
water  system  for  publicly  evaluating  such  requests  and 
establishing  priorities  within  a  comprehensive  develop- 
ment plan  of  aforesaid  water  system.  Notice  of  such 
hearings  shall  be  publicly  posted  not  less  than  14  cal- 
endar days  prior  to  the  date  of  such  hearings. 
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(12)  To  conduct  any  other  business,  investigations 
or  work  related  to  the  aforesaid  system  whether  men- 
tioned herein  or  not  upon  authorization  by  the  vote  of 
the  legal  voters  of  said  Town  in  Annual  or  especially 
convened  Town  Meetings. 

Herein  aforsaid  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  con- 
sist of  five  (5)  members,  four  (4)  of  which  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator,  one  (1)  of  which 
shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
said  Town.  Each  appointed  member  shall  be  for  the  term 
of  four  (4)  years  and  shall  be  a  legal  and  registered 
voter  of  said  Town. 

The  Town  Moderator  shall  initially  appoint  four  (4) 
members  to  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  one  for 
a  one-year  term,  one  for  a  two-year  term,  one  for  a 
three-year  term,  one  for  a  four-year  term,  after  which 
one  member  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing for  a  four-year  term.  The  Selectmen  shall  further 
appoint  a  temporary  member  to  serve  out  the  term  of 
any  member  vacating  his  position  on  the  Board. 

The  Budget  Committee  shall,  in  the  preparation  of 
the  annual  budget,  budget  in  the  proper  category  for  the 
sum  of  $50.00  annually  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  in  the  conduct  of  its  duties  and 
responsibilities.  Such  sums  shall  not  be  cumulative  and 
unexpended  balances  occurring  at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  year 
shall  be  returned  into  the  General  Fund.  (By  petition) 

ARTICLE  VIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,350.00  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  the  Clock  in  the  Town  Hall  Tower  com- 
pletely reconditioned  and  electrified.  The  above  figure 
is  based  on  a  bid  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  by  the 
Howard  Clock  Co. 
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ARTICLE  IX.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add 
to  the  North  Hampton  Zoning  Ordinance  of  September 
17, 1946  the  following  additional  section: 

Section  XV 
Building  Regulations 

1.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected,  altered, 
rebuilt,  substantially  repaired,  or  remodeled,  unless  in 
compliance  with  the  following: 

a.  Commercial  Building:  No  building  intended  or  de- 
signed to  be  used  for  industrial,  commercial,  or  other 
public  use  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  for  any  pur- 
pose, unless  noncombustible  walls  and  partitions  are 
provided  between  its  component  parts,  and  all  out  side 
doors  to  open  out. 

b.  Exits:  No  building  intended  or  designed  for  any 
public  use  or  congregation  of  people  shall  be  erected, 
altered  or  used  for  such  purpose  which  does  not  provide 
adequate  exits. 

c.  Garages:  No  public  garage  for  the  storage  of  five 
or  more  automobiles,  or  having  any  service  or  repair 
enterprises  connected  therewith  shall  be  erected,  altered 
or  enlarged  unless  the  building  is  so  constructed  or  the 
proposed  alterations,  enlargements  or  extensions  shall 
be  of  slow-burning  or  non-combustible  material,  except 
that  the  use  of  automatic  sprinkers  may  obviate  the 
use  of  such  slow-burning  or  non-combustible  material. 

d.  Roofs:  No  roof  of  any  building  shall  be  covered 
or  recovered  in  whole  or  in  part  save  with  non-com- 
bustible or  fire  resistant  roofing  materials. 

e.  Fire-stops :  No  building  of  wood  or  other  combust- 
ible material  shall  be  erected,  altered,  remodeled  or  en- 
larged without  providing  fire-stops  in  every  combustible 
wall  or  partition,  at  every  floor  and  between  floor  joints 
at  every  partition. 
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f.  Chimney  construction:  No  chimney  shall  be  built 
erected  or  altered  below  the  roof  unless  containing  a 
tile  or  firebrick  lining  and  with  an  iron  cleanout  door 
at  or  near  its  base  and  shall  extend  at  least  three  (3) 
feet  above  the  roof.  Prefabricated  chimney,  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  may  be  used.  No 
chimney  shall  be  built,  erected  or  altered  below  the  roof, 
having  wood  or  other  combustible  material  within  one 
inch  of  the  chimney  and  no  chimney  shall  have  its  base 
resting  on  any  floor  or  beams  of  combustible  material. 

g.  Thimbles:  No  wallpaper  or  other  combustible  ma- 
terials shall  be  laid  over  any  thimble  or  thimble  hole 
in  any  chimney. 

h.  Smoke  pipes:  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  installed  or 
erected  so  as  to  be  within  twelve  (12)  inches  of  any 
combustible  floor  or  ceiling,  unless  amply  protected  with 
non-combustible  material.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  in- 
stalled or  erected  which  passes  into  or  through  par- 
titions or  walls  of  combustible  material,  except  when 
guarded  with  a  double  collar  of  metal  with  air  space 
of  at  least  five  (5)  inches  or  by  at  least  five  (5)  inches 
of  brick  or  other  noncombustible  material  between  the 
pipe  and  the  combustible  material. 

i.  Electrical  Wiring:  No  electrical  wiring  shall  be 
extended  or  installed  in  any  building  or  in  any  recon- 
struction, alteration  or  remodelling  of  any  building, 
unless  such  extension  or  installation  shall  comply  with 
the  regulations  and  amendments  to  regulations  of  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  known  as  the 
National  Electric  Code. 

j.  Foundations:  All  structures  shall  be  set  on  solid 
foundations,  brick,  cement,  stone  or  other  acceptable 
masonry  except  that  in  special  cases  where  buildings 
are  to  be  used  for  accessory  use,  summer  residence  or 
camps,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  waive  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  and  permit  the  use  of  wood,  metal 
or  masonry  piers. 
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k.  Sewerage:  All  dwellings  and  all  commercial,  public 
or  industrial  buildings  shall  be  equipped  with  town 
sewer  entrance,  cesspool,  septic  tank,  sanitary  closet, 
or  approved  vault,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State 
Health  inspector. 

1.  Exceptions:  The  construction  of  small  accessory 
buildings  not  used  for  living  purposes,  together  with 
minor  alterations,  repairs  and  general  upkeep  of  exist- 
ing buildings,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
these  Building  Regulations. 

m.  Enforcement  of  these  Regulations  shall  be  by  the 
Zoning  Inspectors. 

ARTICLE  X.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install 
a  street  light  near  the  residence  of  Mr.  Peter  G.  Brooks 
en  South  Road.  (By  petition)

ARTICLE  XII.  To  see  if  the  Voters  of  the  Town 
will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell,  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town,  the  property  on  North  Road  and  Cherry 
Road  known  as  the  Marston  Field.  Either  in  one  parcel 
or  in  House  lots.  Money  received  from  such  sale  or  sales 
shall  go  into  the  Building  Fund  for  future  use  to  remodel 
existing  Buildings,  or  for  the  construction  of  new  build- 
ings in  the  Town.

ARTICLE  XV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install 
for  fire  protection  purposes,  a  new  water  main  from 
the  existing  main  of  the  Hampton  Water  Works  Comp- 
any on  Atlantic  Avenue  northerly  along  Mill  Road  a 
distance  of  not  over  six-tenths  (6/10)  of  a  mile  to  or 
towards  the  house  of  Edith  M.  Carlson,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $15,000.00,  and  to  install  two  hydrants  thereon 
at  a  cost  of  $90.00  each  per  annum;  and  to  appropriate 
for  said  purposes  a  sum  not  exceeding  $14,000.00,  to- 
gether with  the  funds  currently  available  in  Capital

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make 
and  adopt  the  following  amendments  to  the  North 
Hampton  Zoning  Ordinance,  as  adopted  on  September  17, 
1946,  and  as  amended  on  March  8,  1955,  and  March  13, 
1956,  namely:

Also  all  land  on  the  south  side  of  Walnut  Avenue 
between  the  Toll  Road  and  Post  Road,  and  extending 
Southerly  from  Walnut  Avenue  to  land  of  Grace  M. 
Moore. 

Also  all  land  on  the  northwest  side  of  the  Post  Road 
from  Walnut  Avenue  Southerly  to  and  including  the  land 
of  Jean  G.  Chevalier,  and  extending  Westerly  to  land 
of  Grace  M.  Moore  and  to  land  of  Harrison  W.  Dalton 
and  Eunice  L.  Dalton. 

2.  Further  amend  said  Ordinance  by  adding  at  the  end 
of  Section  XIV,  thereof,  as  added  by  the  amendment  of 
March  13,  1956,  the  following  new  sections  (numbers 
to  be  subject  to  change  if  required  by  any  prior  amend- 
ment) : 

Section  XV. 

RESIDENTIAL  ZONING  DISTRICT  "B"  USES 

In  Residential  Zoning  District  "B",  except  in  the  case 
of  uses  lawfully  existing  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
this  amendment,  and  in  the  case  of  uses  lawfully  made 
of  existing  buildings  within  the  period  of  one  year  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  no  building  or 
premises  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  for  any  use 
except  those  permitted  in  Residential  Zoning  District 
"A"  under  Section  XIII  of  this  Ordinance. 
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Section  XVI. 
YARDS  IN  RESIDENTIAL  ZONING  DISTRICT  "A" 


A.  On  Lot  Lines  and  Highways.  In  the  Residential 
Zoning  District  "B"  no  building  or  part  thereof  shall  be 
built  or  placed  within  twenty  feet  of  any  lot  line,  or  any 
nearer  to  a  highway  than  permitted  in  Residential  Zon- 
ing District  "A". 

B.  Projections.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  pro- 
jection of  steps,  window  sills,  cornices,  belt  courses,  and 
similar  ornamental  features  into  any  required  yard. 

C.  Appurtenant  Open  Space.  No  yard  or  other  open 
space  required  for  a  building  by  this  Ordinance  shall 
during  the  life  of  each  building  be  occupied  by  or  counted 
as  open  space  for  another  building. 


Section  XVII. 
LOT  SIZE  IN  RESIDENTIAL  ZONING  DISTRICT  "B" 

No  dwelling,  including  its  accessory  buildings,  in  Resi- 
dential Zoning  District  "B"  shall  hereafter  be  built  or 
placed  on  any  lot  having  an  area  of  less  than  20,000 
square  feet  of  land  and  100  feet  of  frontage  reserved  for 
the  use  of  such  dwelling  and  its  accessory  buildings 
and  the  occupants  thereof,  exclusive  of  land  reserved 
or  used  for  any  building  not  accessory  to  such  dwelling, 
provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  or  placed  on 
a  lot  containing  less  than  20,000  square  feet  of  land  or 
having  a  frontage  of  less  than  100  feet,  if  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  this  amendment  to  the  ordinance  there 
is  no  existing  lawful  building  occupying  over  thirty 
percent  of  the  area  of  such  lot  and  the  lot  is  under  single 
or  joint  ownership.  (By  petition)

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMITTEE 


The  Town  of  North  Hampton,  N.  H.,  at  its  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  March  13,  1956,  voted  to  extend  for  fire 
protection  purposes,  the  existing  water  main  of  the 
Hampton  Water  Works  Company,  westerly  on  Atlantic 
Avenue  for  a  total  distance  of  approximately  0.6  miles, 
(about  2,900  ft.)  to  terminate  at  the  Congregational 
Christian  Church.  The  cost  of  the  extension  not  to 
exceed  $12,000.  Of  this  amount  $6,000  was  to  be  raised 
by  tax  levy  and  the  balance  ($6,000)  to  be  borrowed 
by  note  or  bond  issue. 

The  committee  held  an  organization  meeting  and  the 
matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Hampton  Water  Works 
Company  and  they  submitted  to  us  a  contract  agree- 
ment to  install  the  work  at  a  cost  of  $17,484.,  less  the 
supported  revenue  from  12  Domestic  Customers  at 
$25.00  annual  revenue  each  for  7  years  and  4  hydrants 
at  $90.  yearly  revenue  for  9.4  years,  making  the  cost 
$12,000.  We  felt  that  the  construction  cost  was  high 
and  also  that  the  Domestic  Customer  revenue  was  not 
high  enough.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  at  a  hearing  and  the  decision  ren- 
dered by  them  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Hampton 
Water  Works  Company  should  figure  the  Domestic  Cus- 
tomer revenue  at  $33.00  per  year  and  at  the  completion 
of  the  job  should  make  an  audit  of  the  actual  cost  of 
the  job  and  give  us  the  benefit  of  any  saving. 

The  contract  was  executed  on  May  23,  1956  and  we 
deposited  with  the  Water  Company  $12,000.  The  work 
was  started  June  27,  1956  and  the  water  turned  on 
August  2,  1956  (27  days  of  actual  work) . 

In  December,  1956,  we  received  from  the  Hampton 
Water  Works  Company  a  refund  of  $3,833.31   (on  the 
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$12,000  deposit)  and  after  paying  the  outstanding 
bills,  the  Selectmen  had  a  balance  of  $3,658.31  to  apply 
on  the  $6,000  note  at  the  bank,  so  that  the  balance  of 
the  note  now  outstanding  amounts  to  $2,341.69.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the 
North  Hampton  School  District: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools.  I  was  conscious  that  I  was 
assuming  a  heavy  responsibility  when  I  accepted  the 
superintendency  of  Union  No.  21.  This  school  union  is 
one  of  the  largest  and  most  vigorous  school  organiza- 
tions in  New  England.  It  was  apparent  to  me  that  if 
one  were  to  meet  the  demands  of  administrative  duties 
in  this  union,  it  would  be  necessary  that  full  coopera- 
tion be  given  by  all  school  personnel  and  by  the  citizens 
of  the  school  districts.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say 
that  since  I  took  office  on  December  1,  1956  such  has 
been  the  case. 

My  predecessor,  Roy  W.  Gillmore,  during  October 
and  November  gave  me  the  full  benefit  of  his  twenty- 
six  years  of  experience  in  this  Union.  Your  School  Board 
has  offered  me  unstinted  assistance  and  support.  I  trust 
that  the  people  of  the  district  appreciate  the  sacrifices 
of  time  and  energy  made  by  the  members  of  the  Board. 

The  Union  Office  staff  has  worked  and  continues  to 
work  beyond  regular  requirements,  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  school.  Miss  Edith  Hammond,  my  Executive 
Assistant,  renders  invaluable  help  in  freeing  me  from 
many  administrative  problems.  Mr.  Sherman  A.  Lover- 
ing,  the  Helping  Teacher,  continues  to  carry  an  increas- 
ing responsibility  for  efficiency  in  instruction. 

Mr.  Clarence  Green,  the  new  principal,  has  proven  to 
be  an  able  and  conscientious  administrator  and  teacher. 
Because  our  school  is  overcrowded,  greater  than  ordin- 
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ary  difficulties  exist  in  operating  the  program.  Mr.  Green 
has  succeeded  well  in  planning  a  program  for  pupils  and 
teachers  which  surmounts  these  difficulties. 

Our  teachers  in  North  Hampton  are,  on  the  whole, 
a  loyal  and  conscientious  group.  In  general,  I  feel  satis- 
fied that  the  children  are  receiving  sound  and  thorough 
instruction.  We  hope  to  make  improvements  with  regard 
to  salary  and  working  conditions  which  will  enable  us  to 
retain  our  good  teachers  and  to  attract  and  hold  excellent 
new  teachers  as  we  need  replacements.  The  classroom 
teacher  has  always  been  and  will  always  be  the  key 
figure  in  the  educational  process.  In  the  long  run  all  that 
the  rest  of  us  do  is  intended  to  make  the  teachers'  work 
more  successful. 

I  feel  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  here  the  detailed 
analysis  of  projected  enrollments  and  the  need  for  addi- 
tional classrooms  which  was  presented  to  you  at  the  time 
of  the  Special  District  Meeting  of  November  30,  1956. 
The  brochure  then  presented  to  all  inhabitants  was  con- 
vincing to  the  extent  that  the  meeting  voted  almost 
unanimously  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  an  addi- 
tion to  the  present  building.  As  you  know,  plans  have 
been  prepared  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  let  a  contract. 
It  is  intended  that  the  addition  will  be  ready  for  use  when 
school  opens  next  September. 

A  reservation  of  funds  in  the  amount  of  $52,920.00  has 
been  granted  by  Federal  agencies  to  assist  the  district 
in  this  construction.  We  received  the  first  award  in  the 
current  year  that  was  granted  in  New  Hampshire.  I 
would  like  to  express  here  my  appreciation  of  the  dili- 
gence and  thoroughness  shown  by  the  members  of  the 
Long  Range  Building  Committee  in  preparing  the  infor- 
mation necessary  for  our  Federal  application. 

Our  hot  lunch  program  has  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily  in  terms  of  meals  served  to  children.  Mrs. 
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Dickerman  and  her  helpers  are  offering  a  menu  of 
superior  quality.  It  will  not  be  possible,  however,  to 
maintain  the  low  price  of  20c  per  meal.  I  know  of  no 
other  program  operating  at  this  low  figure ;  it  is  essential 
now  that  we  raise  the  price  to  25c.  We  should  all 
recognize  the  assistance  that  has  been  provided  by  many 
faithful  mothers  who  have  helped  in  this  program. 

We  need  to  make  new  provisions  for  nursing  services 
in  the  coming  year.  The  School  Nurse  is  now  attempting 
to  serve  five  school  districts  which  have  a  pupil  enroll- 
ment of  almost  1,300.  This  is  an  impossible  load  and 
much  above  state  standards  which  call  for  a  pupil  load 
between  500  and  700  for  a  school  nurse.  It  has  now  been 
arranged  for  North  Hampton  and  Rye  to  use  her  services 
in  those  school  districts.  Seabrook,  Hampton  Falls,  and 
South  Hampton  will  employ  another  nurse. 

A  special  Warrant  Article  will  be  offered  to  provide 
funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  special  class  for  children 
with  learning  handicaps.  This  class  will  be  located  in 
our  elementary  school  since  space  can  be  provided  there 
at  least  for  next  year  and  since  this  is  a  location  central 
with  respect  to  the  seven  school  districts  of  the  union. 
Each  district  would  share  in  the  support  of  this  class 
and  would  be  entitled  to  send  a  number  of  pupils  pro- 
portionate to  its  share. 

In  all  districts  we  have  pupils  who  need  the  special 
curriculum  and  special  instruction  that  can  be  furnished 
in  such  classes.  More  than  one  such  class  is  needed  in  a 
union  of  this  size.  I  look  forward  to  recommending  a 
second  class  for  the  following  year  so  that  children  can 
be  served  in  two  locations.  It  seems  wise  to  begin  with 
one  class  and,  after  a  year's  experience,  to  expand  to  two 
classes  later. 
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It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  this  recommenda- 
tion stands  as  a  local  decision.  We  have  agreed  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  state  study  of  the  best  ways  of  organizing 
such  classes  within  school  unions.  This  study  will  deal 
largely  with  identification  of  pupils  needing  the  instruc- 
tion and  with  organization  and  administration  of  such 
a  class.  Funds  for  this  study  will  be  provided  by  the 
Harriet  M.  Spaulding  Charity  Fund.  With  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  Lovering  I  will  supervise  the  personnel  conduct- 
ing the  study. 

The  important  point  is  that  the  class  will  not  be 
established  for  purposes  of  the  state  study.  Children 
need  such  classes  and  this  instruction  is  routinely  pro- 
vided in  other  school  systems.  Whether  or  not  the  state 
study  existed  I  would  propose  that  such  a  class  or  classes 
be  a  part  of  our  school  system. 

You  are  all  familiar  with  the  study  that  has  been 
made  concerning  the  problem  of  providing  suitable  high 
school  facilities  for  our  children  in  that  age  group.  The 
first  step  toward  organizing  a  cooperative  school  district 
for  secondary  education  was  taken  in  the  special  district 
meetings  held  on  January  18,  1957. 

If  North  Hampton  joins  with  her  neighbors  in  Hamp- 
ton, Hampton  Falls,  and  Seabrook  in  forming  such  a 
district  it  would  appear  that  we  can  afford  our  young 
people  a  good  high  school  training.  Existing  uncer- 
tainties that  parents  now  have  regarding  high  school 
education  for  their  children  will  be  ended.  It  may  take 
a  little  time  to  get  used  to  the  idea  of  belonging  to  a 
new  corporate  body  for  educational  purposes;  the  ex- 
perience is  not  unique  however;  such  school  districts 
now  are  operating  in  the  state  and  many  more  may  be 
expected  to  be  formed.  No  more  equitable  and  suitable 
solution  appears  to  be  available. 
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In  conclusion,  may  I  again  extend  to  the  School  Board 
and  the  citizens  of  the  District  my  appreciation  for 
the  kind  welcome  you  have  given  me  and  for  your 
generous  cooperation.  During  the  next  year  it  is  my  hope 
to  be  able  to  extend  my  services  to  the  district.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


As  School  Nurse,  I  have  worked  in  the  North  Hamp- 
ton School  one  day  each  school  week. 

All  children  were  weighed,  measured,  and  given  gen- 
eral inspection  which  consists  of  the  following :  checking 
hair,  tonsils,  teeth,  skin  and  posture. 

Vision  testing  is  done  annually  on  every  pupil.  The 
Snellen  "E"  chart  is  used  on  the  younger  children  and 
the  telebinocular  eye  machine  on  the  older  ones. 

Last  year  five  were  found  to  have  defective  vision, 
and  four  of  these  have  been  given  corrective  measures. 

The  Maico  Audiometer  hearing  testing  machine,  is 
also  being  used  at  the  school. 

Dr.  Charles  Bailey,  school  physician,  gave  a  thorough 
physical  examination  to  each  pupil  in  both  first  and  third 
grades,  also  those  in  the  fifth  and  seventh  grades. 

A  total  of  239  children  were  given  the  Salk  vaccine  at 
the  spring  and  fall  polio  clinics. 

Many  thanks  to  all  who  assisted  me  in  the  preparation 
of  these  clinics. 

The  polio  program  is  one  of  great  importance,  and 
also  one  which  is  very  time  consuming. 

Classroom  visits  are  made  weekly.  Home  contacts  are 
made  as  necessary  and  a  total  of  121  were  made  last 
year.
